| Pall Riyer, Mass., Sept. 16.—Charles 
Poitras, proprietor of a shooting gal¬ 
lery , died late .yesterday afternoon as 
a result of a shooting accident which 
took place Saturday night, and Joseph 
Mederios. a Pole, IS years old, who was 
arrested on the charge of assaulting 
Poitras with a dangerous w r eapon, will 
probably be charged with man¬ 
slaughter. 

Poitras was in his gallery when 
Mederios walked in and began handling 
some rifles that were lying on the coun¬ 
ter. A 22-ealibre Winchester repeat¬ 
ing rifle w r as loaded for him, and as 
he raised it to his shoulder it was dis¬ 
charged, probably accidentally. Just 
at that moment Poitras crossed the gal¬ 
lery to make change for.a customer, and 
he received the bullet in his body, three 
inches below the naval. He was taken 
to a hospital where an operation was 
performed, but he never rallied from 
its effects. 

Poitras was 2S years old, a native of (l 
Canada, and had been in Fall River 5 
about a month.
